MUMPS 


ever, mumps can be a dangerous 
disease :: certain complications 
set in. As a rule, though, it is 
more apt to cause trouble in 
teenagers and adults than in 
small children. 

Mumps meningitis with head¬ 
ache and stiff neck is often not 
recognized as such and may oc¬ 
cur even without the telltale 
neck gland enlargement. Such 
cases, especially when poliomye¬ 
litis was common, was sometimes 
conf used with non -paralytic polio. 
Also inflammation of the testicle 
may appear five to ten days af¬ 
ter the primary symptoms. This 
is a complication observed in 
about twenty percent of the cas¬ 
es occurring in men over the age 
of puberty. 

Your best course of action, if 
someone in your family has been 
exposed to mumps is to ask your 
doctor or your health department 
for advice. Depending on the cir¬ 
cumstances, they may think it 
wise to keep the person at home 
or tx> give some treatment. Bear 
in mind that it usually takes 
three weeks or more before one 
can be sure that the exposed per¬ 
son will not get the mumps. When 
and if signs do appear, call your 
physician right away. Since com¬ 
plications of mumps are more 
frequent and more serious in 
I adolescents and adults, individ- 
| usls in those age groups should 
avoid contact with a patient hav¬ 
ing the disease. Individuals hav¬ 
ing mumps develop immunity for 
the future so it is important to 
record the fact in one's health 


This seems to be the year of 
the mumps. At any rate the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health has recorded ap¬ 
proximately 3,000 more cases of 
mumps this year than last.

and ovaries. Even today mumps 
is defined in pretty much the 
same way. However, we now’ 
know it is caused by a specific 
filterable virus. 

The virus is in the saliva of 
•those afflicted and is spread to 
others by coughing and sneezing, 
by kissing or other personal con¬ 
tact, or possibly by using soiled 
objects such as a drinking glass. 
The symptoms or signs of mumps 
usually appear about three weeks 
after exposure. Often the first 
sign is pain under the ear. Then 
comes fever accompanied by 
swelling of one or more glands 
in the neck or throat, just below 
and in front of the ear. Some¬ 
times the face seems swollen on¬ 
ly on one side, but it is not at

The writer, who identified her¬ 
self only as “A Woman Driver,” 
said she also felt women as a 
whole “lack confidence in them¬ 
selves to handle the unexpected, 
should the unexpected occur.”

“As soon as anyone discovers 
how easy it is to handle a car, 
and how near an impossibility it 
is for an emergency to arise that 
cannot be met with little effort, 
when the simple mechanism of 
the modem car is mastered, one 
has learned about all there is to 
know in order to drive a car.

AN ANGLE ON MOOCHING 

In most parts of the country 
a mooching fisherman is a gay 
who helps himself to his part¬ 
ner's boat, bait and beer. In 
the northwest, everybody 
mooches — but only on the fish. 

Mooching is merely a way 
to sink a bait down to the bot¬ 
tom and keep it there, say the 
fishing experts at Mercury out¬ 
boards. As a sophisticated tech¬ 
nique, mooching is about as 
subtle as whopping a mule in 
the head with a club to get its 
attention, but it works. 

As the waters get wanner, 
the wisdom of bottom fishing 
becomes more apparent, and it 
holds true in both streams and 
lakes where sinking lures chalk 
up the best records. Some¬ 
times, however, the best bait 
in a fish's opinion won't drop 
to the fish’s level — and that's 
where mooching comes in. 

Mooching incorporates a 
three-way swivel at the end of 
the line. One leader is secured 
to a weight, the other to the 
bait. 

The sinker most commonly 
used in running water is of the 
pencil or thick lead-wire type — 
which can be easily freed from 
obstacles. It is tied with light 
leader material, the length de¬ 
termined by the depth to be 
fished. 

Bait is attached to a longer 
leader and allowed to drift 
away from its “anchor" yet 
being held at the right depth. 

Boat fishermen can adopt 
this technique with a form of 
“motor mooching," note the 
Mercury lads. It becomes 
merely a matter of drifting 
either a bait or an artificial 
plug with the wind, or trolling 
slowly so the weight bumps 
bottom. 

Some folks call this rig the 
fish-finder, but “mooching" is 
easier to recall.

Picture Perfect 

One hundred and twenty-five 
years ago an American portrait 
painter got fed up with mixing 
his paints fresh every day and 
storing what was left in cumber¬ 
some animal bladders. He was 
probably not the first artist to 
rebel against this waste of pre¬ 
cious time. But he was the first 
to do anything about it. In 1841 
John Rand invented the metal 
tube. 

Until then, painting was 
strictly for professionals—it was 
t oo much -trouble for hobbyists. 
But thanks to the invention of. 
the metal tube, Sunday painting 
is now the favorite pastime of 
thousands of Americans. 

Nowadays it’s so easy to take 
rap painting as a hobby. About 
$10 pays for all the supplies you 
need to start, including easel! 
However, if you've never painted 
before, here are some tips the in¬ 
struction manuals don't give you. 

First of all, the Metal Tube 
Packaging Council suggests you 
start out with canvas boards— 
which range from 25tf and up^ 
Instead of the bulkier, more ex¬ 
pensive canvas stretched to a 
frame. Second, while you’re still 
learning, you'll find a pad of 
specially treated paper palettes 
more convenient than a wooden 
tone. And third, buy a kit of as¬ 
sorted oil colors rather than se¬ 
lecting your own individual 
tubes; and be sure to get two 
extra tubes-of wl ^e—one fast¬ 
drying base white, and the other 
a regular oil mixture. You’ll be 
amazed at how quickly white gets 
used up! 

Oil paints are not the only 
supplies that come in metal tubes 
to make a hobby less bother. Now 
even finger paints come in col¬ 
lapsible metal tubes, to put that 
pastime, too, in the class of “easy 
does it.” ’

The boos, 
to be found at the creative art 
racks of variety stores, has 
many ideas for children. Arm 
children think of more. 

Some like to use newspapers 
for "op art" greeting cards and 
invitations. They cut omC let¬ 
ters and paste them up tc ssy 
“Happy Binhday” or "\£i?u*re 
My Valentine” or “Picnic Sun¬ 
day.” Colored construction 
paper, cut and folded into 
card shape, can be used for 
pasting up die letters. Shapes 
— a cake, a heart, a basket — 
can be cut out of newsprint 
and pasted up. 

Younger children like tc 
braid and weave paper, fringe 
it, make it into fans or pin- 
wheels or hats, or fold and 
cut designs — good diversion 
for a rainy day. 

Household papers hawe their 
uses. A big brown paper bag 
is a costume when decorated 
with crayons. Shirt cardboards 
can be cut into stencils. Maga¬ 
zines yield pictures to be pasted 
in scrapbooks. 

The child who plays with 
paper develops his own ideas 
about its textures and possi¬ 
bilities. He'll also enjoy* using, 
colored construction paper,, 
tracing paper, sketch paids. All 
help him at art, from coverall 
age to college years.
